Sts be basketball teens for sixteen ye<rs, is acting chairman of health and 
physical education, and director of athletics and men's physical educ- 
ation. He is also assisting Coach Huffman with footballo 

Cross entered Fort Hays State as a freshman in 1517, served in 
.'■■orld ^ er 1 * and graduated in 1922 after starring in football and basket- 
his Alma Haters, ’'Busch 11, holds a bachelor's degree from Fort 
iays State and a master's degree from the University of Missouri* After 
receiving his bachelor's degree, he coached a year at LaCrosse, one at 
Howard, ara six years at Augusta where he turned out championship teams* 

‘ r os s came back to his Alma Hater as head basketball coach in 1930* 

His teams have tied for the conference title twice and have been in the 
second spot many times. "Busch's" 1 teams were near the top consistently* 
RALPH "Fed 1 ’ HUFFMAN , head coach, moves into his third year as head 
man at Fort Hays State* Takir-g over after a war-time lay-off two years 
ago, "Red" found himself faced with the task of completely re-building 
the Tiger eleven* The 1947 season r- suited in a tie for third with 
Southwestern* The 1948 season shows promise of being a successful one* 
"Red"' was named all-conference end all-state football center the fall 
of 1936* After receiving his degree in 1537, he coached for two years at 
Atwood high school enr' for three years at Dodge City junior college* In 
1942, he received his master's degree from the University of Missouri* 

That fall he became a member of the physical education and coaching staff 
at R>rt ays State* In 1945-44, "Red" served on the physical education 
staff in the Army Aviation program here at the college* In the fall of 
1945 he joined the coeching staff at the University of Kansas where he 
was line coach in football* 

Coach Huffman is married and has two sons, Dave and Don* 
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ALEX FRAKCIS , backfield coach, also serves as head track coach * Ke 
returned to his Alma :'ater in September of 1S4-6 in this capacity* His 
track team annexed the Conference Crown during his first season as head 
track coach* His 1948 cinder team tied with Emcoria for the conference 
championship,, 

Francis, a star place -kicker in football, was graduated from Fort 
Hays State in 1935 and received his master's degree from the University 
of Missouri in 1940* Alex coached football and track at Mankato, Holton, 
Oberlin, and Abilene high schools * He was discharged from the Army Air 
Corps, where he was a physical training instructor, with the rank of 
Captain e Besides his coaching and teaching duties, Alex is director of 
the men's intramural program at Fort Hays State * 

Coach Francis is married and has two sons, Eike and Johns 
CADE SI RAN, assistant coach, also serves as head basketball coach* 
he assumed the head basketball coaching duties two years ago* During 
his first year as head mentor he instilled his brand of ball into the 
Tiger squad which carried his team to a successful season* His basket- 
ball team tied for third during the 1948 season* 

Suren attended high school in Kiop, Kansas* He later was enrolled 
for a time at Emporia State Teachers College* He then attended Kansas 
Wesleyan University and was a varsity forward four years* He was high 
scorer in the Kansas Conference in his sophomore and junior years and 
was captain of the all-conference team when he was a junior* He coached 
five years at Downs and in 1P37 his team was rur er-up in the state class 
"B" basketball championship* In 1938, Downs won the state title* He 
then coached for five years at Wellington* In his third year there, 
Wellington won the Ark Talley championship for the first time in the his- 
tory of the school* In 1946 his team took third in the state class "AA ,r 
championship *

Another Tiger football season, another Tiger football team. But 
v/hn-c's in store? To state things as short and direct as possible, the 
words of Coach "Red" Huffman himself are appropriate! "The team will 
be smaller this year, but it will also be faster.” 

First, what kind of a schedule do the Tigers face. One thing is 
certain, it isn’t an easy one. Opener for the Tigers will be perennial 
riVal ^ rs?s Wesleyan, and next the team goes against the rugged Rangers 
of Northwestern Oklahoma Teachers. After Northwestern, the Tigers are 
really in for tough sledding. Southwestern, Pittsburg, St. Benedict's, 
and defending CIC ruler Emporia State— every one a conference team— go 
against the Tigers in that order. Each will be out to win the CIC fla?:. 

rs ^* 1, hich v. _11 officially be admitted into the conference this 
winter, and Washburn, will be no let-ups in the schedule. To conclude 
the season, FBS will meet New Mexico A. & M. There they are. Nine of 
the toughest in the mid-western area* 

To find out just what the Tigers have to offer against this array, 
a onee-over of the individual positions might be helpful. 

Center is a good place to start. Leading the list is burly Paul 
"'Butch" Andree who jarred his way to all-conference recognition last 
season. He'll take care of his share of line-backing. To help him out 
are fireball Don "Gabby” Davis, Roger Brown, Joe Beggs. These are the 
four men who will most likely handle the pivot duties for this year's 


teanu 
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At guard, FHS won’t be weak. Gone is Yfendell Stull, a 1 l~cor.ferer.ee 
a year ago, but back are four letternen guards and a number of top-drawer 
prospects a Keith Balding, reconverted tackle, seems a probable successor 
to Stull* "Automatic" Archie Harman, superb place-kicker, and John 
Murphy will feud with Balding for starting positions* Two smaller 
fellows, Ray Skubal and Billy Campbell, have already proved with their 
knifing thrusts through opposing lines that they merit much defensive 
action. To bolster those already mentioned are such promising candidates 
as Ray "Tuffy" Emerson, freshman Donald "Pete" Koerner and former full- 
back Vint King. The guard postions should be capably handled this season 
by this list of men. 

Many people believe that loss of joltin’ Joe Jellison, twice an all- 
conference choice, means that the Tigers are greatly weakened at the 
tackle spots. The situation is far from that. John Dickerson, a trans- 
fer from K.U., has indicated that he can put out what it takes to fill 
Jellison 1 s uniform* Kenneth "Gus n: Guthrie, Joe's running mate a year 
ago, will be rarin' to go. Behemoth Charlie Johnson is slated for heavy- 
duty action, anc veteran Harry Rathbun will get to see the firing line. 
Another transfer, Melvin Jones from Dodge City Junior college, will be 
on the job. Two holdovers from last year's B squad, Jo Hubbard and 
Wilmer Dreiling, are showing the kind of play that will earn them a 
chance at Tiger opponents . Yes, Jellison will be missed, but not as much 
as some people think. 

A year ago. Coach Huffman’s biggest problems was ends. Not so this 
fall. Don Leuszler and Harry Johnston, last year's starters, have re- 
turned* Other lettermer. who will shine at the wing positions are three- 
sport star Don Nichol, Bob Feasel and George Pfeifer. Basketball ace 
Fred Simmons should do well in his first year as a Tiger grids ter . 

Coach Red can worry about something besides ends this year. 
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The backfield is the question nark soot of the 1948 Tigers. Especi- 
ally coubtful are the quarter ard full placer . But Eed has some candi- 
dates on his list who figuratively smoke, and where there's smoke there's 
fire— maybe a fire that will set the CIC to burning. 

•Al Bil linger, star quarterback of the 194 7 team, is an individual 
question mark himself. If A1 can keep Old Kan Injury locked out of the 
sradium, he can likely pilot Fort Hays State to a fire season. Other- 
wise, it will probably be up to veteran Bob Farout to be the No. 1 man. 

Bob rill have competition though. Newcomers Gene Hess and Jim Farley 
w:;ll be out to collect bouquets of praise during their first year as 
Tigers, and they have the stuff to do it. 

Losses by graduation won't hurt this year's FHS team nearly so much 
as toe loss of a star freshmen fullback developed during last season's 
campaign, Leon "Blackie" Eoberts became a battering ram of a line- 
buster in his first college ye-r . During the summer lay-off he filled 
out his well-proportioned frame with meat and muscle. But Blackie won’t 
be in the line-up this season. He was pushed out of bounds by a schol- 
astic stiff -arm last spring. To coee with the situation. Coach Huffman 
has made fullbacks of two men who lettered with the team last fall, Hex 
HcConnell, formerly an end, was transferred to the bucking back post 
during spring practice ard looked mighty good. Former halfback Gleyn 
"Digger" Lowe will also give the position s try. Additional hopes are 
being attached to James "Buddy" Tomlins who has transferred from K-State. 
Buddy is a rock 'em, sock 'em galloper who may make the grade. These three 
men can make the difference between mediocrity ard greatness in 1948 for 
Fort Hays State.

When Coach Huffman said speed, he was thinking cf his halfbacks, 
ihere isn't a slow one in the lot. Heading the list of Tigers who will 
do most of the hell carrying are Jack Hague, Don Eertel and Rex Marx- 
miller . Hague deserves especial mention because he won all-conference 
racing last fall. The three are seasoned and crafty. John Carmody and 
Eldon Cotty Matal are sneedsters who will show their cleats to oppon- 
ents on a monent's notice. Each can outrun a Kansas Jackrabbit. Sup- 
porting will be Kerschel Betts who lettered last year as an end. 

Never a season goes by without at least one unknown turning up 
from nowhere. As the team takes shape, many freshmen and others will 
prove their worth, and some few may be unrevealed stars with the 1948 
Tiger eleven. 

All in all, the Tigers have the stuff. It will be up to the QOaches 
to give the team everything they can; it will be up to the team to give 
the coaches everything it has. 

Look out. Tiger opponents. Fort Hays State is out to win in 1948.

In 1927 Fort Hays State withdrew from the Kansas Conference to ioin 
with other colleges in forming a new conference known as the Central"' Inter- 
collegiate Athletic Conference , It is stil a member of this conference. 

Colleges who make up the members ip of the Central Intercollegiate 
Athletic Conference at the present time are Fort Hays State, St. Benedict's 
College, Emporia State, Pittsburg State, Washbun University, Southwestern 
College, and Rockhurst College. Rockhurst College was admitted to the Cen- 
tral Intercollegiate Conference in Kay, 1948, However, the football games 
will not count in conference standings this season as some of the CIC 
schools were unable to schedule Rockhurst because of previous commitments, 
Rockhurst will enter conference play with the beginning of the basketball 
season.
